Chinese Troops Fighting 
Coolie Mob; American 
Warships on Way. 


FOREIGNERS ASSAILED 
IN YANGTZE VALLEY 


Heavy Street Conflict Comes 
as Result of Raid on the 
British Concession. 


Hankow, China, Jan. 5 (By A. P.).— 
English-speaking women of the British 
concession here started to leave tonight 
for Shanghal for safety, with heavy 
street fighting in progress between Chi- 
nese police and mobs of Chinese coolies, 
who last night swarmed into the con- 
cession. 

The women assembled at the Ameri- 
can consulate and began’ taking 
launches to steamers midstream in the 
Yangtze river. 

In addition to the street fighting, 
buildings of the concession were being 
stormed. The union jack over the 
British consulate was hauled down and 
replaced with the Cantonese flag. The 
latter flag also was hoisted over the 
British police station. 

It was impossible for foreigners to 
venture into the streets of the con- 
cession without being mobbed. 


American Ships on Way. 


Shanghal, Jan. 5 (By A. P.).—Ameri- 
can and British warships whitened the 
waters of the great Yangtze river to- 
day in their haste to reach Hankow to 
protect foreigners from Chinese hordes 
who Monday and again yesterday at- 
tacked the British concession district. 
The warships were driven hard to re- 
inforce others keeping watch along the 
river front where stretch the British 
and other foreign concessions. 

Ominous silence closed down today 
after receipt of dispatches from Han- 
kow relating that all barricades had 
been torn down by Chinese mobs which 
poured into the British concession and 
damaged the British war memorial. An 
unconfirmed report stated that the 
mobs seizeq the customs house and 
drove the British from their quarters. 
Troops of the Cantonese government 
took charge of the concession, appear- 
ing more promptly than on Monday 
when a small British force without fir- 
ing held its ground for four hours 
against thousands of frenzied Chinese 
who attempted to do violence to the 
foreign civilians in the district. 


Thousands Are in Peril. 


The British sailors and marines 
again Tuesday held their fire and re- 
tired when the Cantonese troops took 
possession. 

White foreigners endangered as a re- 
sult of the anti foreign agitation num- 
ber more than 1,000. 
the neighboring city of Wuchang, head- 
quarters of the Cantonese government, 
there are approximately 300 Americans. 

The little foreign colony, 585 miles 
from the mouth of the Yangtze, is in 
the midst of a hostile Chinese popu- 
lation of more than 500,000, inflamed 
by speeches of leaders who have de- 
tailed alleged wrongs from which the 
Chinese have suffered at the hands of 
British and other foreigners, but more 
particularly the British. 

Suspicion was expressed here that 
the Cantonese government leaders were 
aware of the attacks contemplated upon 
the British concession before they took 
possession appeared to be strengthened 
by the slowness with which the Can- 
tonese troops went to the aid of the 
British when the concession was ~ 
tacked Monday. 

Not until rioting had been progress- 
ing for four hours on that day did the 
Cantonese troops appear. 

The Cantonese government has is- 
sued many declarations of its intention 
to abolish all foreign concessions in 
China and to end the asserted “im- 
perialism” { of Great Britain, the United 
States and other foreign nations. 

Six United States warships swung 
today at anchpr at Hankow. Six other 
American warships plowed the Yang- 
tze, ready to reinforce the others and 
from Manila five destroyers departed 
Sunday under orders to hasten to 
Shanghal. 

British war craft were anchored 
alongside the American warships at 
Hankow, while others raced the Amer- 
ican fighters as they sped up the 
Yangtze. 

All Missionaries Recalled. 

London, Jan. 5 (By A. P.).—All mis- 
sionaries have been ordered to quit 
their stations in the interior of China, 
a Peking dispatch to the Daily Mail 
asserts. 

Reports of anti-Christian risings in 
the Yangtze regions and Szechwan are 
being received daliy, the correspondent 
adds. Missionaries have béen maltreat- 
ed, the women insulted and the mis- 
sion stations looted, 

British warships have been ordered 


to proceed at once from Shanghai to 
Hankow. 

’ Latest reports indicate that the situ- 
ation at Hankow has taken a turn for 
the worse and government officials are 
inclined to view it with grave concern, 
although still hoping that. serious 
trouble will be averted by the Chinese 
authorities, upon whom the onus of 
preserving order rests.

Authorized Here in 1926 


Figure High, Despite Drop for Last Six Months, In 
Report by Oehmann—$8,500,000 in August Is 
Peak—Northwest Section Leads. 


Building operations in Washington 
authorized in the last calendar year 
had a total value of $57,826,515, ac- 
cording to figures made public yester- 
day by John W. Oehmann, District 
building inspector. 

The high total was achieved in spite 

of the fact that the last six months of 
the year showed a decline of $5,423,215 
in operations authorized over the first 
six months. 
Building to the value of $31,624,820 
was authorized in the six months from 
January to June, inclusive, and $26,- 
201,697 from July to December. 

August was the highest month, with 
a total of $8,549,640. April was second 
with $7,999,250, and March, when op- 
erations authorized had a total value 
of $7,228,450, was a close third. De- 
cember, the last month in the year, was 
last in point of value of operations au- 
thorized, permits being issued in that 
month for construction having a value 
of only $2,628,600. 

A comparison of the building au- 
thorized in each month of the 
year follows: January, $3,270,300; Feb- 
ruary, $3,282,765; March, $7,228,450; 
April, $7,999,,250; May, $4,323,670; June, 
$5,520,385; July, $4,106,865; August, $8,- 
549,640; September, $4,216,780; October, 
$3,632,160; November, $3,067,650; and 
December, $2,628,600. 

By far the largest portion of the total 
value was made up by construction in 
the northwest section of the city, where 


several large apartments, expensive 
homes, husiness and office buildings 
were authorized. 

The widespread and rapid develop- 
ment of the city, however, was shown 
in figures for the northeast and south- 
east sections. Construction of build- 
ings having a total value of $8,552,225 
was authorized for the northeast sec- 
tion, and $2,388,580 for the southeast 
section. 

These figures, Inspector Oehmann 
said, represented only new buildings au- 
thorized by his department and did not 
include the estimated value of repair 
and remodeling of existing buildings. 
Work o frepair and remodeling was 
carried on to a value of $5,673,115, of 
which $3,239,595 was authorized in the 
first six months of the year and $2,- 
433,520 in the last six months. 

Repair and remodeling in the north- 
east section of the city had a value of 
$677,230, of which $376,650 was author- 
ized. in the first half and $300,580 in 
the last half of the year. 

Southeast: repair and remodeling work 
had a value of $276,980, of which $162,- 
660 was authorized in the first six 
months and $114,320 in the second six 
months of the year. 

A larger amount of repair and re- 
modeling was authorized in May than 
in any other month. In that month 
repairs authorized had a value of 
$936,585. April was second with $659,- 
335, and July was third with $599,685. 
December was last with $217,740.

Guatemala City, Jan. 5 (By A. P.).— 
For the second time since the take-off

President 
Chacon, of Guatemala, the cabinet 
ministers and a crowd of citizens were 
at the flying field shortly after 9 o’clock 
to bid farewell to the Americans. 

Arthur H. Geissler, the American 
minister, sald goodbye to the men a 
few minutes before 10 o’clock and the 
St. Louis was the first plane to take the 
air, followed quickly by the four oth- 
ers. After they circled over the city, 
it was noticed that the New York was 
a bit-wobbly. Suddenly it came to the 
ground about two-thirds of a mile 
south of the aviation camp.

With President Coolidge now pro- 
ceeding to put America’s policy into ef- 
fective operation in Nicaragua, the sa- 
lient developments yesterday were the 
following: 

First —- American marines have 
been landed on the west coast of 
Nicaragua and proceeded to Man- 
agua to protect British and Italian 
property, as well as Americans, an 
appeal for such protection having 
been made by representatives of 
the British and Italian governments. 

Second—President Coolidge has 
responded to the request of the 
Diaz constitutional government for 
permission to purchase arms and 
munitions in the United States by 
indicating that licenses for the ex- 
port of such arms will be granted 

Third—While beginning its ac- 
tivities for protection of American 
and forign interests on the Pacific 
side, the United States government 
announced effective steps to pre- 
vent the revolutionary forces from 
gathering supplies for future oper- 
ations on the Atlantic side. 


Kellogg to Be Questioned. 


While these affirmative steps were be- 
ing taken by the administration, there 
continued a desultory fire of opposition 
among certain senators which brought 
forth a statement by Senator Borah, 
chairman of the foreign relations com: 
mittee, and a decision by that commit- 
tee to invite Secretary Kellogg to ap- 
pear before it in the near future and 
explain certain matters pertaining to 
both Mexico and Nicaragua. 

But it is conceded that statements 
by senators who had hoped to check 
the carrying out of President Coolidge’s 
Nicaraguan or Mexican policies will 
now have merely an academic interest. 
The die is cast so far as asserting 
America’s traditional influence in 
Latin-American affairs is concerned 
and the Coolidge policy now squares 
with the policy initiated and carried 
on by Charles Evans Hughes when he 
was Secretary of State and supported 
constitutional governments in keeping 
with the letter and spirit of the Central 
American peace pacts indorsed by the 
United States.

The White House statement, in the 
form of a letter to Representative Bur- 
ton L. French, of Idaho, in charge of 
the naval appropriation bill, was an 
unequivocal denial that there had been 
anY change on the part of the Chief 
Executive from his budget message, in 
which he said he wanted no appropria- 
tion for the three cruisers of the 1924 
program for which no money has yet 
been allotted. 


$400,000 To Begin Work. 


Representative, Tilson nevertheless, 
reiterated yesterday that he would in- 
troduce an amendment to the navy bill 
calling for an appropriation of around 
$400,000 to begin work on the three 
cruisers in question. He stated also 
“that his plan was in substantial ac- 
cord with the wishes of the President, 
although literally in direct conflict with 
the President’s budget message.” The 
President. in his letter to Representa- 
tive French, said: 

“This is to assure you that when I 
send a budget to the Congress it repre- 
sents my best judgment and that I feel 
it my duty: to defend it and support it, 
which I do at all times unless I send up 
@ supplemental estimate.” 

‘Representative Tilson, whose decision 
on the cruiser amendment was not 
made public until after a visit to the 
White House, said: ‘“‘This amendment is 
a compromise between the two extremes 
of though those who want no money 
appropriated and those who want large 
sums. It is apparent to everyone that as 
between those who want no money ap- 
priated and those who want a big ap- 
propriation the latter are in a big maj- 
ority.” 

No Conflict, Tilson Says. 

Representative Tilson also said there 
was no conflict between the House and 
the President, merely a difference of 
opinion.

Zihlman Abandons fiscal

HOUSE GETS MANY BILLS 


Washington veterans who had faced 
an almost completely. blank wall of re- 
fusal of their requests for loans on 
their insurance certificates Monday 
and Tuesday, yesterday began to ex- 
perience the new sensation of having 
their requests granted. 

But despite the fact that it was es- 
timated that 300 certificate holders had 
walked out of various banks with 
something like $30,000 in their pockets 
at the close of business yesterday, 
there was only a slight easing in the 
general refusal of banks to accept the 
presentation of a certificate as a legal 
demand on their funds. 

Most of the loans made yesterday 
were granted by the larger banks, with 
some of the smalier ones, politely 
enough, but firmly refusing to accept a 
certificate which they insisted is bound 
with red. tape as security for a loan. 
Loans ranged from $40 up to $136, with 
the average around $100, banks report- 
ed, and a recapitulation of the certifi- 
cate loan business since Monday 
brought the estimated total of loans 
since the banks opened Monday to 475 
for a total in the neighborhood of 
$50,000. 

The rumpus raised by the country- 
wide apathy of banks toward the cer- 
tificate as security for loans was re- 
flected in the House into which yes- 
terday there began to pour a number 
of bills designed to remedy the situa- 
tion, and it became apparent that the 
House ways and means committee 
would have to deal with the question 
of government loans to veterans at its 
meeting tomorrow. 

Some of the bills virtually were iden- 
tical in language, all were identical in 
purpose. They were introduced by 
Representatives Edith Nourse Rodgers, 
of Massachusetts; Oldfield, of Arkansas; 
Johnson, of Texas; Romijue, of Louisi- 
ana, and Thomas, of Oklahoma. 

In addition, Representative Rankin, 
of Mississippi, made known that he 
would have one to add unless the situa- 
tion straightened out in a few days. 
Mr. Rankin said he had ascertained 
that the veterans’ bureau has a $300,- 
000,000 fund from which the loans 
could be made, and the impression was

GREET AISBERG Ad 


Landis Hears Collins and 
Dauss Attempt to 
Refute Charges. 


ACCUSED MEN USE 
STRONG LANGUAGE 


Weaver Asks Judge for Rein- 
statement; Hearing to Be 
Resumed Tomorrow. 


Chicago, Jan. 5 (By A. P.).—Sweeping 
denials were made by members of the 

hite Sox and Detroit Tigers, players 
of the past and present, of “Swede” 
Risberg’s accusations that the White 
Sox bought a series from the Tigers in 
1917, when Kenesaw Mountain Landis, 
commissioner of baseball, brought the 
players face to face with their accuser 
in the unprecedented hearing that 
opened here today. 

Added to these denials, the baseball 
players believed, were two bits of con- 
crete evidence that indicated innocence 
on the part of all those accused and 
tended to shoot the story Risberg told, 
under oath, full of holes. 

The first was a canceled check, dra- 
matically produced by Eddie Collins, 
former second baseman of the White 
Sox, and now with the Athletics, which 
showed a variance in its date with that 
mentioned by Risberg. The other was 
a statement by George Dauss, a pitcher 
with the Detroit club, that he had been 
paid $180 from a pool. raised by the 
White Sox players, yet he did not pitch 
in the series in which Risberg said that 
“sloughing” was done. 

When the hearing was adjourned 
early tonight, after nearly six hours of 
testimony, twenty-odd players had 
faced Risberg and denied his charges, 
and more of them will take the stand 
when the hearing is resumed tomor- 
row, prepared to tear his revelations to 
shreds. 


Gandil to Substantiate Charges. 


“Chick” Gandil, involved with Ris- 
berg and six other former White Sox 
in the crooked world’s series of 1919, 
will come to Risberg’s rescue Friday 
in an attempt to substantiate the 
“Swede’s” story. 

Risberg, nervously puffing a cigarette, 
told his sensational story in a room 
packed with the great stars of. the 
diamond on whom he was to place the 
brand of bribery. 
the stand there was a moment of 
deathly silence as his eyes swept the 
room picking out the players he ac- 
cused. The “Swede” did not say a word 
to any of his old baseball pals as he 
edged his way into the office to take 
the witness chair and none of them 
said anything to him. 

Commissioner Landis, back in his 
old role of judge, rose and called the 
names of certain men he desired to be 
present when Risberg launched his 
charges. He called for Clarence Row- 
land, Eddie Collins, Owen Bush, George 
Dauss, Oscar Stanage, Ray Schalk and 
Howard Ehmke. When they filed in 
and took seats opposite and directly 
in front of Risberg, Landis turned to 
the accuser and the drama began. 

After the conventional opening 
questions, Landis, after gazing steadily 
at Risberg, as though sizing him up, 
said: 

“Will you repeat to me now the 
statements you made to me in my of- 
fice January 1, regarding the games 
between Chicago and Detroit in 1917?” 


Looks Only at Landis. 


looking at nobody except Landis, raised 
his voice so that every syllable was 
audible to everybody in the packed 
room, began: 

“In 1917, the White Sox and Detroit 
were to play four games in two days— 
morning and afternoon games on Labor 
day, and a double header on the fol- 
lowing day. Just before the first game, 
Clarence ‘wland, manager of the 
White Sox came to me and said, ‘there 
was nothing to worry about, it was all 
fixed for us to win’ and we won the 
four games. 

“Two weeks later, in the Ansonia 
hotel, in New York, a collection was 
taken up among the White Sox to pay 
the Detroit players for ‘sloughing’ off 
these games. Chick Gandil collected 
some and I collected some. Each player 
was to contribute $45. 

“This money was paid to Bill James 
in a saloon in Philadelphia. Rowland 
gave Chick Gandil and myself permis- 
sion to go to Philadelphia from New 
York for that purpose.” 

‘“‘What was the first you heard of this 
affair?’”’ the commisioner asked. 
Risberg said he did not recall. 

He could remember only two specific 
things that indicated to him that the 
series was framed for the White Sox 
to win. One he said was a remark by 
Rowland that “everything was fixed for 
us to win,” the other was an exclama-

Better Prepared Teachers Is 
Aim, Ballou Says, After 
Tentative Action. 


SOLUTION FORECAST 
ON SALARY QUESTION 


May Consider Junior College 
_ Leading to Standard Degrees, 
Superintendent Declares.

The board of education, at a meet- 
ing yesterday in the Franklin school, 


tentatively agreed to lengthen the 
course of training for normal school 
students from two to three years. This 
action was taken on recommendation 
of Dr. Frank W. Ballou, superintendent 
of schools. 

Dr. Ballou told board members that 
‘ extension of the normal school course 
over a period of another year would 
enable school officials to present het- 
ter prepared teachers. Although no ad- 
ditions to the present courses are con- 
templated, Dr. Ballou declared, the 
students would have more time to de- 
vote to subjects now taught. 

The superintendent added that it 
was possible school officials might -con- 
sider in the near future the proposal 
of establisment of a junior college 
and a college devoted to a full col- 
legiate course leading to standard de- 
grees. 

Dr. Ballou, following suggestions 
“made by officials of the Federal bu- 
reau of education, advocated raising 
the standard of requirements for teach- 
ers in the high schools. The superin- 
tendent declared he believed this sub- 
ject should be considered soon. 


Salary Solution Seen. 


Charles F. Carusi, vice chairman of 
the board, who presided over part of 
yesterday’s meeting, declared board 
members believed they had discovered 
@ solution to the classification and sal- 
ary dispute involving more than two 
score junior high school teachers. 

Mr. Carusi announced a full report 
- of the subject would be made at a fu- 
~ture meeting. 

Harry O. Hine, secretary of the board, 
was directed to ask the District Co- 
lumbia congress of Parent-Teacher as- 
sociations for all data pertaining to 
the recommendations by the parent- 
teacher group for a single-salary scale 
for public school teachers. 

Edwin C. Graham, president of the 
board, declared he believed it inappro- 
priate for the board to reconsider the 
subject of..school teachers’ salaries at 
this time, inasmuch as Congress but 
recently approved the wage scale s5ug- 
gested. 

The board referred to the superin- 
tendent the recommendation of the 
parent-teacher group calling for the 
merger of the five-year building pro- 
gram with a program of school-ground 
beautification. 

Maurice Otterback, president of the 
Anacostia bank, in a letter to the board 
of education, described the condition 
of schooi furniture in the Van Buren 
school as “disgraceful.” Mr. Otterback, 
in his letter, declared, he found chairs 
with backs broken out, others splin- 
tered, and children using chairs that 
were unfit for any use. 


Would Include Letter. 


Mr. Graham, in referring the letter, 
declared it should be incorporated in 
Dr. Ballou's next annual report, so that 
proper authorities may know the ne- 
cessity of additional appropriations for 
new school furniture. 

Mr. Hine read to the board a report 
on the sentiments gatnered by him 
from. more than 100 parent-teacher as- 
sociations in respect to the proposed 
plan of ‘“‘stagger’’ hours for public 
school children, and declared 17 parent- 
teacher associations and one citizens 
association opposed any change in 
school hours, and one association favor- 
ing some change. 

Dr. Ballau, in announcing the ap- 
pointment of Miss E. C. Harris as head 
of the newly created department of 
mathematics for school divisions 10 to 
18, stressed the necessity for sytematic 
training of teachers for executive po- 
sitions. 

Mrs. Lillian Y. Herron, chairman of 
the committee on school names, made 
the following suggestions, which will 
be referred to the District commission- 
ers: : 


That the junior high school, which 
is tO replace the Garnet-Patterson ele- 
mentary school buildings now located 
at Vermont avenue and U street be 
mamed the Garnet-Patterson Junior 
High school.

It was con- 
tended,. however, that her legitimacy 
was established by the marriage of her 
father and mother four years later.

SINGLE PAY SCALE URGED 


Charges that Dr. Frank W. Ballou, 
superintendent of schools, hos usurped 
the powers of the District engineer com- 
missioner and the municipal architect, 
and exercised dictatorial powers, in the 
matter of selection and construction of 
public schools here, were made last 
night at a meeting of the District of 
Columbia Public School association in 


4 the board room of the District building. 


Snowden Ashford, former municipal 
architect, declared Dr. Ballou is con- 
tinually meddling in school affairs over 
which he has. no authority, legal nor 
moral. Mr. Ashford cited a law which 
gives the superintendent of srhools 
power only in the educational features 
of the school system. 

“The superintendent of schools 
chases all over the country inspecting 
schools for the purpose of getting ideas 
of school construction,” Mr. Ashford 
said. “Then he tries to tell the en- 
gineer commissioner and the municipal 
architect what to do here in Washing- 
ton,” he added. If the superintendent 
of schools would exercise his own 
authority much of the present muddle 
in school construction would be reme- 
died, Mr. Ashford remarked. 

Charles I: Stengle, former member of 
Congress and delegate to the associa- 
tion from the Petworth Citizens associ- 
ation, stated the various citizens’ asso- 
clations would assume a different atti- 
tude toward the proposed bond issue 
if Congress would give some assurance 
it would go 60-50 in the responsibility 
of taking up the bonds. 

Maj. L. E. Atkins, assistant to the 
engineér commissioner, cited the need 
for organized athletics in the public 
schools. High school sites are best 
suited to establish large athletic flelds, 
Maj. Atkins stated. 

James G. Yaden, president of the 
Federation of Citizens Associations, ad- 
dressed the association. Mrs. Carl 
Smith, speaking on the lack of play- 
ground facilities in the District, de- 
clared the large and wealthy real estate 
operators here should donate sites for 
the establishment of playgrounds. 

The association adopted a resolution 
introduced by Mrs. William T. Banner- 
man, urging a single salary scale for all 
public school teachers. The association, 
in a resolution, expressed its sympathy 
to Capt. Julius I. Peyser, president of 
the organization, who is seriously ill.

WIFE’S FAMILY AWAITED 


Dr. Knutt Houck, former psychiatrist 
at St. Elizabeths hospital, whose wife 
disappeared from her home in Congress 
Heights a month ago, is apparently ® 
normal man and shows no symptoms 
of insanity, Maj. John Anderson, of 
the medical staff of Walter Reed hospi- 
tal, where Dr. Houck is being held for 
mental observation, declared yesterday.

Magruder Acquitted

Foreigners Seek’ Protection. 


Appeals by the British and Italian

Letter of the President. 


The full text of the President’s letter | 
follows:

Bids for Three Cruisers 


Will Be Opened March 10 


Bids for construction of three light 
cruisers in a program of eight author- 
ized by Congress, December 18, 1924, 
will be opened publicly March 10, Secre- 
tary of the Navy Wilbur announced yes- 
terday. 

Proposals will be received from navy 
yards and private shipbuilding com- 
panies and separate proposals for fur- 
nishing main turbines and gears also 
will be accepted. 

Work on two of the cruisers included 
in the act has begun. One of these, the 
Pensacola, is building at the New York 
navy yard, and the other, the Salt Lake 
City, is being built by Cramps Ship- 
building Co., Philadelphia. 

The remaining three of the eight au- 
thorized await appropriation of funds 
for their construction. 


Davis Protested Army Cats 
In 2 Confidential Letters 


(By Associated Press) 


Under questioning at a House mili- 
tary committee hearing yesterdaySec- 
retary Davis disclosed that he had 
written two “confidential” letters to 
Director Lord of the budget protesting 
against reductions suggested in army 
appropriations for the next fiscal year. 
He said the letters referred to cuts in 
the enlisted personnel and he promised 
to send them to the committee. 

Major General Conner, deputy chief 
of staff, urging that Congress determine 
& minimum size for the army, said 
that if this were done it would be 
necessary for the budget to recommend 
funds to keep the army up to that 
limit. 

Conner estimated that pay and sub- 
sistence figures recommended by the 
budget for the next fiscal year would 
have to be increased by $2,664,797 if the 
army is to be maintained at. 118,000 
men. Because of a lack of funds the 
army’s enlisted strength, he said, is 
about 8,000 men less than that in re- 
cent years.

Mexican Issues’ Firmness 
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New York, Jan. 5 (By the Associated 
Prese)—Bond prices held firm today, 
but trading failed to keep pace with 
that of yesterday. Steady accumula- 
tion of high grade issues was again 
apparent, but investors showsd an in- 
clination to wait for their prites rather 
than to reach up to meet the offering 
quotations. The ready absorption of 
new issues and the abundance of loan- 
able funds indicated that the Jahuary 
reinvestment demand had not yet been 
satisfied. 

FPirmness of Mexican bonds in the 
face of dispatches indicating a threat- 
ened confiscation of oil lands on which 
no application for confirmation of 
rights had been filed, was one of the 
interesting features of the trading in 
foreign government issues. Further 
accumulation was noted in the French 
issues On rumors of early action by 
the French chamber of deputies look- 
ing toward a ratification of the 
debt to the United States. Poland 6s 
advanced 1% points to a new high 
record at 80, and Poland 8s duplicated 
their high price of last year. 

In the railroad group the so-called 
secondary mortgages made the best : 
showing although special strength de- 
veloped in the Illinois Central issues. 
Reading 4445 dropped 2% points and 
Southern Railway 5s, 1144. On the other 
hand, Chicago Railways 65s, Grand 
Trunk 6s, Seaboard Air Line adjust- 
ment 5s, Wheeling & Lake Erie refund- 
ing 448 and Minneapolis & St. Louis 
48 advanced a point or two.

Landis, awaiting the opening of the 
investigation into the Risberg charges. 
A moment later Cobb and Eddie 
Collins, former White Sox second base- 
man and manager, shook hands. 

“Hello, Eddie,” said the Georgia 
Peach. “I see you are one of us now.” 
Collins laughed, and said he hoped 
not. 

“Isn’t it a shame the way these old 
gossip stories are being dragged out?” 
Cobb said to Weaver. 

“I was kicked out of baseball. on iess 
than that,” Weaver said.

Expressing indignation at what it 
termed the “unsatisfactory condition” of 
public schools in the Southeast section 
of the city, the Southeast Washington 
Citizens association has begun a cam- 
paign for cleaner school surroundings, 
more adequate lighting of schoolrooms 
and elimination of danger hazards in 
the various school buildings ;

the next meeting and a course of pro- 
cedure will be map out.

Fourth and M atreeta southeast, as in- 
adequate, Mr. Herrmann pointed ou' 
deficiencies in other institutions. Many 
| of the parks and playgrounds surround- 
Ing these places, which were originally 
intended for the enjoyment of the chil- 
dren, have been so desecrated as to be 
almost unrecognizable, he claims. They 
are unkempt, untended and full of dirt 
in which|the pupils play, and which

Fire Meanace Charged. 


Another cause of complaint, accord- 
ing to Mr. Herrmann, will be the danger 
of fire. Several school bulldings, he 
said, are equipped with storage rooms 
where there is no lighting apparatus 
of any kind.

This 
constitutes a real meanace to the safety 
of pupils and residents of the neigh- 
borhood, it was stressed. ?
